The Demand for Relief Is So Wide- 
spread That the Police and Char- 
itable Associations Are Un- 


able to Cope With It. 


The misery of the houseless, the unclothed 
and the hungry rose up like a ghost: before 
many glowing firésides Tast nikht. ~ a 

The heart of the big city has been touched. 
Though the air is bitter. the sunlight of 
charity lightened wretched homes to-day 
and brought warmth into hearts that were 
numb with cold and starvation. 

There is a great work yet to do. If the 
cold wave continues and there is little pros- 
pect of a break for several days the city’s 
unfortunates will die from hunger and ex- 
posure. 

Kel'ef—wholesale relief—must come at 
once or the horrible mortality list will be- 
come part of the history of the cold wave. 

In the tornado district the suffering is 
heart-rending. The extremity of misery 
a.tained last May is being repeated in a 
different form. 

Hundreds who never before knew the 


| persons would make it. Forecaster Frank- 
enfield expects that it will be a shade warm- 
er by night, with a probability of a light 
snow, but it will not amount to much, as 
mh tos cold for that sort of elemental] dis- 
play. 


Most of the country is still shivering. 
Florida is the only State east of the Rockies 
that can boast of a temperature above the 
freezing point. Tourists at Jacksonville 
ar@ luxuriating in an atmosphere around 
50 yo Those who happen to be closer to 
the Keys are of course still warmer. 

All the Gulf points are cold and as you 
go north the thermometer scurries toward 
the bulb. Chicago is rejoicing in minus 14, 
St. Paul {In minus 24, Cleveland in minus 8, 
Denver in minus 4, Havre, Mont., tn minus 
30, Cincinnati in minus 8, Indianapolis jn 
minus 12, Pittsburg in minus 6. 

At all of these points there is a slight 
rise in the temperature since yesterday at 
the same hour—7 a. m. 

The conditions obtaining on the New En- 
gland Coast are peculiar. The storm which 
swept out of the West across the Northern 
lakes,letting in the cold wave in its wake,got 
over into the Atlantic Ocean by yesterday 
morning. In consequence New England got 
a touch of the cold wave. 

Then, strange to say, the storm got a crick 
in its neck and came twisting back to land 
again. As a result the New England tem- 
perature is much higher to-day. Boston has 
20 degrees above. 

The return of this storm is what is hold- 
ing the cold wave over us. Had it’ done as 
almost any decent, self-respecting storm 
naturally would have done, ciowe on into 
the ocean and stayed there, our cold wave 
wwould be galloping East by this time. 

Instead the storm must come back and 
butt into the wave. The latter stops and 
has to fight. It is winning, but ft’s got to 
Shove that storm clear into the water and 
out of sight of land before it can spread 
itself at its normal rate in its normal di- 
rection. 

This is a tough job and it will take time. 

Down around New Mexico there is an- 
other storm which came piking up from the 

acific, across Mr. Diaz’ Republic., It’s 
“laying for’’ a chance to get up into civili- 
zation, but it can’t move much until the 
cold wave gets a gait on #t. As soon as 
the latter moves along the traveler from 
the Pacific will shove right in behind and 
bring warmer weather with snow. 

It is this influence, slight but manifest 
to weather sharps, that is expected to fur- 
nish the snow for to-night. If it has good 
luck ft will be able to do better in a day 
or two, but it’s got to wait until that pesky 
storm gets lurched off Plymouth Rock. 

It is this same storm, of course, down 
East which has raised the temperature 
slightly in most parts of the country. 


SCENES OF DESTITUTION. 


What Post-Dispatch Reporters Saw in 
the Homes of the Unfortunate. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter secured from 
Tapt. Peter Joyce of the Fourth District and 
Capt. Edward J. Phillips of the Fifth Dis- 
trict lists of the really deserving destitute 
poor in those districts, and then made a 
personal investigation of a number of the 
cases. 

The misery of the poor in the Fourth D‘s- 
.Jrict seould _not--well -be-overdrawn. What 
}passes for prosperity in the Fourth is at 
best a sorry lot, and the unfortunate who 
has dropped so low as to be regarded as 
poor by the denizens of the district is poor 
indeed. 

The reporter's first call was at 708 Wash 
street, where on the third floor of a tumble 
down tenement lives Mrs. Ida Weber. a 
typical Fourth District unfortunate. The 
miserably squalid room in which Mrs. Weber 
and her three children pass their hungry 
days and cheerless nights is reached by two 
flights of stairs, the first er and rickety, 
the second enclosed but in little better con- 
dition. 

At the head of the second staircase a 
plain board door, guiltless of panels and 
minus a lock, opens abruptly in the room. 
Through the cracks of the battered door 
the reporter could catch the occasional note 
of a plaintive lullaby as he ascended the 
stairs. As he knocked the singing ceased. 
The door was opened by a sunny haired

After the terrible d.saster hundreds were 
unable to seek new homes or obtain money 
to repair their damaged property. They

Those who are always hopelessly destitute 
feem to have lost their accustomed in- 
difference to misfortune. They are unac- 
climated and the intense cold has brought 
intense suffering. 

The police, the Provident Association and 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society are doing 
noble work, but the extent of misfortune is 
more than they are able to cope with. 

President Scruggs of the Provident Asso- 
ciation says if the present strain continues 
and a big influx of aid is not immediately 
forthcoming the association will have to 
shut down. 

Well posted labor leaders know by their 
records that 6,000 fathers of families, mem- 
bers of the trades unions, are out of em- 
ployment and heve been for months. 

They estimate from this that at the lowest 
figure there are 30,000 idle men in the city. 

For those among this number who 
ere single there are widowed mothers, 
unable to earn bread for their little ones. 

This makes at least 2,000 families in want. 

Thousands among these are people who 
were in comfortable circumstances until 
six months ago. Through Jack of employ- 
ment they have come to want. It is hard 
for them to bring themselves to ask for 
eid. They are enduring cold and hunger 
rather than let the public know of their 
misfortune. 

To aid these deserving creatures is the 
Work of delicate private charity.

GOV. STEPHENS APPOINTS THE 
NEW POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


Police Commissioners Bannerman and 
Forster Were Favorably Passed 
on by the State Senate. 


The State Senate held an executive session 
Tuesday at Jefferson City, during which the 
names of James M. Lewis and Anton Stuever 
were submitted by the Governor as Police 
Commissioners in St. Louis. The appoint- 
ments were referred to the proper commit- 
tee under the rules. Police Commissioners 
Forster and Bannerman were confirmed. 

The executive session was prolonged until 
Jong after the noon hour. It is understood 
that the length of the session was due to a 
discussion as to whether the appointments 
made by Gov. Stone hold good. The dis- 
cussion was along the line of the Goody- 
koontz resolution, introduced in the Senate 
a few days ago relative to the St. Louis 
police appointments. 

Gov. Stephens said to a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent that he found ‘it difficult to 
decide between several good men who were 
applicants. 

It is the general belief that the Governor's 
appointments of to-day will be confirmed 
without delay or objection. 

The appointment of “Tony” Stuever, the 
Home Brewery man, was no surprise, as he 
had received assurances from _ reliable 
sources some days ago that he would get 
the place. 

The appointment of Gen. James M. Lewis 
is in the nature of a surprise. It was known 
last night that the Governor had decided to 
appoint him. Gen. Lewis is one of the most 
able lawyers at the St. Louis bar, and his 
name had not been dreamed of by the politi- 
cal gossips in the make-up of the new police 
board. 

The confirmation of the appointments of 
Maj. Bannerman and Dr. Otto Forster had 
been decided upon by the State Senate com- 
mittee in conference last week, as was 
stated at the time in the Post-Dispatch.

An alarm was turned in at once and the 
East St. Louis Fire Department turned wut, 
The fire had spread by the time a stream 
was turned on it and at 2:30 it looked as ‘f 
the entire building would go. 

The freight shed was a temporary one, 
erected after the destruction of the original 
freight house by the tornado. 

The building is one block south’ of the 
bridge. It is a frame structure two ind 
one-half stories high. It is only a short 
distance from the Waters-Pierce Oil Uo.’s 
plant. 


At 2:25 the St. Louis Fire Department | 


was called on for assistance. 

The fire is supposed to have been caused 
by an overheated furnace. The fires were 
banked and were thought to have gone out 
about 11 o'clock, but were found .burning 
afier the blaze started. 

The fire caused a good deal of excitement 
on account of its proximity to the oil com- 
pany’s plant. 

The station proper is 50 by 1500 feet. Be- 
hind it are a number of frame warchouses, 
also owned by the Big Four. On account of

Muny Victims of the Late Disaster 
Homeless and Starving. 


The suffering in the Second and Third D's- 
tricts is intense. The police, with the lim- 
ited means at their command, are giving all 
the relief possible, but is 1s practically im- 
possible to mitigate the suffering for any 
length of time. A meal here, a small sup- 


' ply af fuel or clothing there, is all that can 


e done. The charitable institutions are 
taxed to their utmost, buf with the con- 
tinuance of the cold wave, the demand for 
assistancé far exceeds the means at their 


disposal. 


Particularly is this true of the Third Dts- 
trict, which bore the brunt of thé tornado. 
People who wete well to do before the storm, 
living 1 tomfdrtable homes, are not infre- 
quent applicants for assistance. Their prep- 
erty, Was mostly uninsured, and no means 

4 e obtained to make suitable re- 
pairs. 

Whole families live in two or three rooms 


'on the uninjured first floors or have sought 


apartments in crowded tenements. At n'ght 
buildings partially wrecked by the wind af- 
ford sheiter to many who are loath to 
lodge in a station house. Cellars and empty 
boxes shélter many from the bitter cold. 
In the tenement district, a roof frequently 
is the only guard against the severe weat%er. 
In some instances the police have found 
no stoves, and a pile of rags in a corner 
constitute the bedding. Wide crevices in 
walls and around the windows admit the 
coldest blasts, often driving the inmates 
to the district stations for protection. 
Monday night 170 persons were housed in 
the Second and Third District Station- 
houses. These were all men and boys, a 
majority of them working people out of em-

Few women or small children apply in 
this vicinity for lodging, a fact that makes 
the authorities uneasy about their condi- 
tion. Sergeants have been instructed to 


, carefully investigate all cases coming under 


their notice, and report promptly that im- 
mediate relief may be given. 

The district headquarters are not In a 
position to give much assistance, only be- 
ing able to dispose of voluntary contribu- 
tions. The poor know this and seldom ap- 
ply for food, although at times quite a 
quantity has been donated by kind-hearted 
messengers. 

Monday Capt. Pickel of the Second Dis- 
trict had a quantity of bread and cake on 
hand, but there were no applications and 
the food was distributed «to the needy by 
officers. Tuesday morning Simon Wolf, a 
baker at 23134 South Seventh street, left 
eighteen loaves of fresh bread and two 
large pans of coffee cake for disposition. 
A Quantity of clothing and shoes was sent 
to the Third D'striet Monday evening. — 

The family of Jake Kercher at 917 Wyom- 
ing street ‘s in a pitiable condition. Ker- 
cher says he works for the Missouri Car 
Co. for 9% cents a day, but will be unable 
to obtain any money for three weeks, In 
the meantime his wife and seven little chil- 
dren are starving. The meager supply of 
fuel was exhausted Sunday, and their cloth- 
ing tlly protects them from the piercing 
blasts. Monday evening some bread and fuel 
were furnished by the police. 


In the rear of 1120 South Seaond street a 
most dictressing case was found. Hudd'led 
in a small room, with a temperature but a 
few degrees below zero, are Mrs.. Florence 
Rough, a widow, and three gmall children. 
Food and fuel are unknown uaptities. 
Suffictent clothing hes not been had since 
the winter set in. I’p to this time the 
mother has been able to eke out a ecanty 
living for her little ones by doing odd jobs 
for ne'ghbors, but this eource of revenue is 
now cut off and the distracted woman sees 
starvation and death. 

Only when the little ones’ clothing was 
worn to shreds and their shoes entirely 
gone was pride overcome and applicat’on 
for relief made. ‘ 


Mrs. Carrie Frank and two children, at 
211 Souler’ street, was deserted by the hur- 
band and father at the approach of winter, 
During the mild weather the family was 
kept fa rly comfortable by the efforts of the 
mother, but the pittance che earned was far 
too small to supply extra food and fuel, 
made necessary by the presént weather.

- PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION. 


Headquarters on Locust Street Be- 
sieged by Starving Men and Women. 


Officers of the St. Lou‘s Provident Asso- 
clation, when their day’s work was done 
Monday, thought that the number of appii- 


cants for assistance since morning would 
prove the record for the year. . 

When the doors at the central head- 
quarters, 1117 Locust street, were opened 
early Tuesday morning and the crowd in 
waiting was admitted, they realized that 
their energ’es were to be taxed still fur- 
ther and that each day that the merciless 
cold wave continued would bring greater 
and greater crowds to the doors. 

The crowd was double that of Monday 
morning. The men and women who com- 
posed it had hunger stampea@ upon «their 
faces. The scant clothing told of the tor- 
tures they were enduring without heat pro- 


+ ducing food for their bodies or fuel gor their 


miserable homes. 

They hurried eagerly into the warm en- 
trance hall, gave their names and 
addresses to the doorkeeper, whose 
duty it was to keep the rec- 
ord of applicants, and then thronged into 
the separate apartments for men and wom- 
en, where they were to wait in the welcome 
warmth until their cases were. disposed of. 
As the applicants passed the doorkeeper a 
note was made of the needs of each, whether 
immediate or such as could wait until in- 
vestigation could be made. In those cases 
where fuel or food was an immediate neces- 
sity, emergency wagons with supplies were 
at once dispatched to the addresses given, 
In others where the need was less urgent 


+ the cases were recorded for investigation. 


But such is-the system employed that in no 
case had the applicant to wait more than 
twenty-four hours for relief if worthy of it. 

There were nearly 100 applicants during 
the first hour, but the force of clerks knew 
their work well, and soon caught up the 
rush. Every man and woman in the office 
was busy, but their work was systematic, 
and before the second hour the wants of the 
applicants were being attended as rapidly 
as presented. The result was a constant and 
slowly moving procession in and out. 

At 10:30 o’clock 116 cases had been at- 
tended to, all what are known as original 
applications. About fifty of the applicants 
were unmarried men. A large number of 
these and of the remaining sixty-six appli- 
cants were mechanics or other workmen, 
who, have stubbornly struggled on rather 
than ask for aid, but who found themselves, 
when the bitter cold swept down, too ex- 
hausted to longer refuse charity. 

“That is perhaps the worst aspect of the 
present conditions,”’ said General Manager 
T. M. Finney to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“The number this winter who have never 
before asked for aid in. larger than ever be- 
fore. The hard times have endured so long 
that In their struggle to avoid charity they 
have exhausted all their energies. They are 
the honest workingmen. When we investi- 
gate their cases, we find that they have 
pawned their furniture, even their clothes 
and their tools, which are useless since they 
can find«no.work, before they would sink 
their pride and apply for help. Now, when 
they are without food and without fuel, they 
are coming forward for assistance.”’ 

‘Is the destitution more prevalent in one 
section of the city than the other?’ 

“It is all over the city. We are having 
more applications from tthe better portions 
of the city than ever before. Some of them 
are from such sections as Bartmer avenue 
in Cabanne. 

“The greatest destitution, perhaps, is in 
that portion of the tornado district from 
Twelfth street to the river and between 
the railroad tracks and Geyer avenue. This 
region abounds in tenements. The resi- 
dents are Bohemians and other foreigners. 
The bulk of the distress is there. 
‘‘Another portion of the city where desti- 
tution abounds is east of Jefferson avenue, 
to the river, between Washington avenue 
and No.th Market street.’’ 

“Ts the number of applications for relief 
increasing from day to day?’ 
“It is, alarmingly. Since Jan. 1 there has 
been an increase of 600. In November, the 
month in which they begin to increase, there 
were 1,345 families applying. In December 
there were 2,400 families. The increase was 
less than 1,100, and at the present rate the 
increase for January will reach 1,500, for 
you remember that until last Sunday the 
month has been a mild one, 
“February is always the worst month of 
the year and this year promises to be worse 
than ever. I anticipate 5,000 applications to 
this Asseciation alone before the winter is 
over. 
‘At the rate applicants are coming in 
to-day the record will be over 300 before 
evening.”’ 
Investigation by the association's visitors 
is revealing pitiable cases of suffering. One 
ease found Mondsy was that of a deserted 
wife and two young chi'dren on Wash street. 
They occupied one squalid room, no fire and 
nothing in the house to build one with, the 
mercury 4 fegs. above zero. The mother 
had recently recovered froma fever which 
left her unable. to walk. The eldest of the 
children was trying to support the family 
blecking boots. Two days they had been 
without food. It was a case reported by an 
outsider and relief was furnished at once. 
Ahother case was that of a man and his 
wife and two boys in a room in the Ashley 
Rulld'nge. The man was employed at the 
Tnanp-Btout Lumber Co., at $1.12% a dag. 
He worked. one week and was laid off two. 
He was laid off-a week ago and would have 
no work for another week. There was no 
food in the house and the family was burn- 
ing chips picked up in the alleys as fuel. 
On North Tenth street was found a man 
and his wife, two little girls and a baby 
two weeks old. The man had been sick sev- 
eral weeks, and had been out of work since 
August. The place was neat, but two 
months’ rent, at $a month, was due; there 
was no food in the place, and no fuel. 
A mother and two sons and a 9-year-old 
dauchter were found in a little room on 
O'Fallon street suffering from hunger and 
cold. They were also behind in the rent. 
A carpenter and his wife and two little 
bovs were found in one room near Seventh 
and Wash strects. The man had been ov! 
of work tweive weeks. They had receive 
assistance frem ne‘ghbors, but Monda) 
were without food or fuel. 

paper-hanger and his wife and two 
Pt, boys were found in two bare rooms 
almost starving and without fire. The man 
had found no work for five monhs. Be- 
sides their hunger and lack of fuel they 
were almost entirely without clothing. 

These were some of the more striking 
cases in which relief was furnished Monday. 
Dr. Pinney estimates that $16 will furnish

In two little rooms at 4229 North Ninth 
street live Alonzo Hvers, his wife and seven 
children, the oldest 10 years old. One month 
ago they were evicted from 829 Brookiyn 
street. Mrs. Evers was ill and had to be 
taken to the new home in an ambuiance. 
They are unable to pay their rent, and eave 
again been ordered to move. Mrs. Evers is 
still ill. 

A similar case is that of John Brown. 
He has a wife and eight children, the young- 
est 1 year old and the oldest 14. Brown 
is a car builder but bas had no work for 
a year. He owes six months rent, and fs 
about to be evicted. ’ 

Mrs. Kate Riethmeyer, who lives with her 
four children at 909 Buchanan, is the widow 
of Policeman Henry Riethmeyer. Rieth- 
meyer was not a member of the Police Re- 
lief Association. The police of the district 
help her as much as they can, but she is 
badly in need of clothing, food and fuel. 

Mrs. Otilda Rustmeyer of 2640 Dodier street 
is suffering from lack of food and eloth- 
ing for herself and four children. Her hus- 
band died from sunstroKe five months ago. 
She has been ill for some time and igs un- 
able to do any work. 

Capt. Phillips keeps a close watch on the 
poor of his district. Donations at the sta- 
tion have been light and entirely out of pro. 

ortion to the demands made upon the po- 

ice for help. 

Capt. Phillips said Tuesday: ‘‘What we 
need most is fuel and provisions. We re- 
ceive a great deal of clothing and distrib- 
ute it as soon as possible. Most of the poor 
of the district, however. need coal and food 
as badly if not worse than they need cloth.

He gasped several times, but did not utter 
a word. 

An ambulance was called and the body 
was conveyed to the City Dispensary. 

Dr. Edgar Thompson hurriedly cut the 
man’s clothing and made an examination. 
Kelly breathed once or twice after he was 
received at the Dispensary and then was 
pronounced dead. 

The detectives did not know Kelley. 

At 12:30 o’clock he entered Chief of De- 
tectives Desmond’s office just as that offi- 
cial’ was going to lunch. 

He told the Chief that his name was 
James Kelley and that he wanted to give 
himself up. 

Mr. Desmond did not stop to investigate, 
but turned Keiley over to Detective Badger, 
who was making out a report in the room 
adjoining the Chief's private office. 

The Chief stmply told Badger that Kelley 
wanted to give himself up. Badger glanced 
at the man and told him to be seated. He 
would attend to him in a few minutes. 

Kelley had not been in the room five 
minutes when he killed himself. . 

The knife he used was a small] one with. 
pearl handle. The blade was not longer: 
han two inches. 

When the detective saw him the knife 
was sticking in his neck. 

Kelley evidently knew how to inflict the 
blow. He made a small incision on the 
left side of his neck.

He wore 
a white shirt, standing collar, black silk 
necktie and knit underwear. His hat was 
a drab Fedora. 

He was an intelligent appearing man and 
did not have the appearance of a criminal. 

His clothing was searched at the Dispen- 
sary, but there were no papers nor marks 
on his clothing to ar ae him, 

The body was taken to the Morgue. 

At 2:30 o’clock F. L. Lowther of Fulton, 
Mo., read the article in the 
Post-Dispatch. He went at once 
to the morgue and identified 
the suicide as James C. Kelley, a traveling 
salesman for Smith Bros. & Co., shoe deal- 
ers of New Orleans, La, and he said Kel- 
ley had been boarding at Hotel St. Louis, 
Fourth and Locust streets, for a month 
ast. 

He had been drinking heavily. Two days 
ago his brother sent him $25. Lawther saw 
Foley Monday and he complained of feel- 
ing despondent.

A THIEF FOR A WITNESS. 


Detective Shelby and Other Witnesses 
Say the City Was Never So 
Free of Gambling. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 26.—The House 
committee appointed by the General Assem- 
bly to Investigate the police and election 
departments of Kansas City took an ad- 
journment last night until Friday morning, 
the 28th mst. The committee went to Jef- 
ferson City last night as some of its mem- 
bers have important legislation of interest 
to their counties which it is expected will 
be disposed of within the next few days. 

The last day of the committee's labors was 
marked with several sefisational instances. 

Frank M. Lowe, Prosecuting Attorney, ap- 
peared before the committee after an attach- 
ment had been issued for him, but refused 


arbitrarily to testify. His treatment of the 
committee was disrespectful in the extreme. 

Ed Findlay had been subpoenaed and was 
examined by the committee for an hour and 
a half. Mayor James M. Jones, who has 
assumed charge of the prosecution of the 
charges against the Police Department, 
cross-examined Findlay at length and Rep- 
resentative Clymer also took an active part 
in the examination of this witness. 

There is much discussion to-day as to 
the probable action of the Legislature on 
the refusal of Prosecutor Lowe to answer 

«J questions pertinent to the inquiry now 

oing on. It is claimed by ¢g lawyers 

hat he is clearly in contempt and that the 
adjournment of the committee was for 
the purpose of bringing this matter to the 
attention of the General Assembly to-day. 
It appears to be a case where there are 
no precedents in this State to govern it. 
It has been suggested that the House In- 
vestigating Committee, having been appoint- 
ed by the law-making branch of the State 
Government, is invested with all the powers 
‘of the General Assembly itself and that it 
has the power not only to compel the at- 
tendafice of witnesses but to commit recalci- 
trant witnesses for a term of imprison- 
ment. It is expected that a report of the 
facts will be made to the Legslature to- 
day by Chairman Pope and that the House 
will take action in the premises. 


Senator Lyons, who first made the public 
charges against the Police Commissioners 
in the resolution introduced by him in the 
Senate, also failed to respond as a wit- 
ness.

SLEPT SOUNDLY 
IN A BED OF FIRE, 


JOHN LINGEMAN AT THE HOSPI- 
TAL FATALLY BURNED. 


HE WENT TO BED DRUNK. 


The Room Caught Fire and the Flames 
Scorched Him While He Lay 
in a Stupor. 


John Lingeman came near burning to 
death in bed in his room at 1426 Heber 
street carly Tuesday morning. ' 

Lingeman had been out all Monday night 
drinking. It was about 4 o'clock Tuesday 
morning when he returned and went to bed. 
There was a fire in his room and he left a 
light burning. Lingeman occupiéd three 
rooms on the second floor at 142% Hebert 
street. 

He had been in bed but a short time when 
fire broke out in the room. The room filled 
with smoke, but Lingeman slept on. The 
smoke almost suffocated him, but he was so 
thoroughly under the influence of liquor 
that he did not know the house was on fire. 
The flames spread and ignited the bed on 
which Lingeman slept. His coughs and 
groans, which failed to break his stupor, 
awakened the family on the lower floor. 
They rushed upstairs to ascertain the trou- 
ble. 

When the door was broken open the entire 
room was a mass of flames. Lingeman was 
lying crosswise of the bed surrounded by 
fire.

SEVERAL FIREMEN INJURED. 


John Wanamaker’s Great Store Caught 
. Fire and Was Damaged to 
Some Extent. 


——— 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 2%.—The most 
disastrous conflagration that has visited 
this city in recent years broke out early 
this morning in the rear of the basement 
of the big grocery store of Hanscom Bros., 
1317 Market street, and before the flames 
were got ‘under control property amount- 
ing in value to $2,500,000 or more had been 
destroyed. 

The flames were first discovered by John 
Wagner, a reserve policeman, who was 
passing the big building at 6:50 o’clock. He 
immediately turned in an alarm. Before 
the engines reached the scene the entire 
rear portion of Hanscom & Dennett's big 
restaurant was ablaze. 

A second alarm was sent in and a few mo- 
ments later a general alarm was sounded. 
immediately adjoining Hunscom Bros, on the 
west was the five-story building occupied 
by Blum Bros., manufacturers of ladies’ 
cloaks. The flames spread with almost 
lightning rapidity and Blum Bros.’ building 
was soon a mass of flames. The water 
seemed almost to freeze before it touched 
the buildings, so bitter cold was the weather. 

The next building to the west to be eaten 
up was that occupied by George Marshall, 
as a restaurant; then came the hat manu- 
ufactory of George B. Wells at 1323 and the 
rear of the wholesale grocery of Shotwell & 
Fryer at 1325 Market street. 

While the flames were sweeping west on 


Market s‘reet, the umbrella manufactory of 
Hirach Bros., the largest tn the world, 
which adjoined the restaurant, caught fire. 
The inflammable nature of the immense 
stock of light silks added fuel to the flames, 
and in half an hour the building, extend ng 


street, was a mass of flames, 

On the east of the Hirsch building, be- 
tween 1309 and 1311 Market, were the Mizpah 
restaurant, 1307; Sterner & Ball, cigar fac- 
tory, 1306: A. Nickolacky, 1306, confection- 
ery, and the big drug store of H. Hillman, at 
13u1, the upper story of which was occupied 
by Potter Bros. as a photograph gallery. 


On the north side of Hirsch Bros., im- 
mediately across the street, stood the new 
seven-story building of Dunlap Brothers. 
This building extended from 1306 to 1310 Fil- 
bert street, and was 10 feet deep. The 
first floors were occupied by the Collins 
Carriage Company. he flames swept 
through this structure and gutted it com- 
pletely. ; 

The small buildings on Silver street, 
which runs west from Thirteenth to Juni- 
per, were all gutted, The shop of Con- 
tractor Lewis Havens caught fire from the 
rear of Blum Brothers and three firemen 
were caught by a falling wall. Frank 
Bg of Engine Company No, 30 was the 
only man seriously injyred. 

At 8:15 a. m. fire was discovered in the 
tower of John Wanamnrker’s big dry goods 
store. <A stream of water fram one of the 
water towers was run up to the burning 
structure, but the supply of water was eith- 
er too small or the apparatus defective, as 
the stream would mot reach. he tower 
contained a handsome ciock and chimes. At 
9 o'clock the entire tower collapsed, the 
clock falling through to the first floor. Two 
lines of hose were then got on top of the 
gigantic structure, and the flames, which 
had threatened to destroy Philadelphia's 
most famous store, were soon under control. 

The fire had been confined entirely to the 
Market street front, and the loss susta‘ned 
by Mr.Wanamaker was principally in the de- 
struction of his clock chimes and the break. 
ing of all the large plate glass windows on 
Market street. 

The roof of the building was ablaze at one 
time, and it seemed as though the entire 
structure was doomed, but the hose operated 
by the employes of the big establishment 
kept the fire within bounds. 

Up to this time the flames had been eon- 
fined to the block bounded by Filbert street 
on the north, Thirteenth on the east, Market 
on the south and Juniper on the west. The 
wind was blowing from the west and carried 
the flames right into the rear of the build 
ings on Thirteenth street, | 


Jacob Miller, gents’ furnishing goods, No, 6 
North Thirteenth. Then.came the cigar fac- 
tory of L. Tarbliss & Co., at No. North 
Thirteenth street; McCune & Co., manufac- 
turers of picture frames, 10 and 12; F. Pither, 
dry s, No. 14; 8S. H. Shull, drugs, No. 
16; eine’s bakery, No. 18; the Cafe De 
Blamberg, No. 20; Budd & Kile, jewelers, 22; 
rivate residence and barber shop, 2%; Hu- 
er & Weber, dry goods, 26; J. H. Stall, jew- 
eler, occupying the first floor of 28 North 
Thirteenth, and William H. Stieff, wall 
paper manufacturer, the remainder of‘ the 
building. 
Foley's restaurant, at 30 North Thirteenth, 
and James Furlong’s saloon, at 32 and 34, 
were ‘the last in the row from Market to 
Filbert street. All of these buildings were 
completely gutted. In many instances 


The flames ate their way almost directly 
northwest from the rear of Blum Bros.’ 
building, gutting the rear of Showell & 
Fryer’s big grocery. The rear part of Nos. 
7, 9, 11, 13, 15, 17, 19, 21, 23 and 25 North Juni- 
per street, which buildings are used as law 
offices and private residences, was com- 
pletely burned out, leaving only the front 
walls standing in some cases, 

While the fire was at its height flames 
were discovered on _ the window sashes on 
the side of the big C:ty Hall. The City Hall 
Fire Department ran a line to the roof and 
in a few minutes had the structure free 
from all dan 


lapsed soon after 8 o’clock. The other wal'se 
left standing resemble huge icebergs. 


Between 3 and 4 a, m. an alarm brought 
the department to 533 Chestnut street, 
where flames had broken out in the fifth 
story of the building occupied by O. H. Bun- 
nell, wholesale stationery. The fire was ex- 
tinguished with a loss of about $10,000. . 

Shortly before 6 o’clock another fire start. 
ed on the sixth floor of the big carpet store 
of John & James Dobeon, . 810 and 812 
Chestnut street. By hard work the flames 
were confined to the sixth story, but the 
water soaked through every floor to the 
basement. The store was filled with ex- 
pensive carpets, rugs and upholstery, and 
the loss caused by water and smoke exceed. 
ed $100,000 


The heaviest losers are Hirech Bros., who 
suffer about 000. They had an im- 
mense stock on hand. Waiter Hirsch, a 
member of the firm, said that the stock was 
fully covered by insurance. This firm em. 
ployed 4 hands. Hirsch Bros. occupied 
the top floors of the building, which ex- 
tended from 1309 to 1315 inclusive. The 
building was owned by the estate of Henry 
C. Gibson, the well-known distiller, and was 
valued at about $500,000. 

Blum Bros., who occupied 1319, will lose 
about $150,000 on stock; Hanscom Bros., $125,-

“Feed and warm them first, inquire 
about it afterwards,” says Mayor Swift 
of Chicago, answering those who point 
out the undeserving amid the multitudes 
of suffering poor in that city. 

This is the true philosophy of charity 
in such a time as this. Better that five 
worthless and irreclaimable tramps 
should be warmed and fed than that one 
deserving and suffering person should be 
left cold and hungry while investigation, 
as cold as the weather itself, pursues its 
deliberate course. 

After all, neighborhood help is the 
swiftest and surest, and that which can 
be given with least danger of misbestow- 
al, There need be in such work abso- 
lutely none of the delay for investigation 
which ordinarily goes with organized 
charity because the ymen in charge of 
such charities feel a greater respons!l- 
bility in expending the money of others 
than they do in expending their own. It 
is impossible to imagine how St. Louis 
could pass through this crisis without the 
Provident Association and the St. Vin- 
cent De Paul Society. But it is also im-

There 
must be auxiliary forces, and the wealthy 
and well-to-do classes must heed as well 
as hear the call. 

If they would but be as unselfishly lib- 
eral toward the poor as the poor are 
toward eath other in times like these, 
to-night would not find cold or hunger in 
one St. Louis household, 
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THE MURPHY NUISANCE.

The law which Judge Murphy pretended 

to construe says plainiy “any one who 
shall frequent a house of ill-fame,” etc. 
Judge Murphy rules that this appliés only 
to men, although any schoolboy, and in 
fact every one not mentally unbalanced 
or jin league with criminals, would say 
without hesitation that it covered both 
sexes. The decision was rendered either 
to “get even” with Judge Peabody, from 
whose court the case had been appealed, 
or because Judge Murphy has reached a 
point where it is impossible for him to 
act with common sense, much less decido 
criminal cases according to the law and 
the facts. 

It is idle any longer to speak of this man

A WISE COURSE. 

It is to be hoped that the dispatch from 
Jefferson City in Monday’s Post-Dispatch, 
foreshadowing a change in the attitude 
of the railroad interests towards the Fel- 
low Servant bill, will turn out to be cor- 
rect. It is already evident that the bill 
will pass the House by an overwhelming 
majority, in spite of any opposition the 
Lobby can muster. It might be hung up 
for a while in the Senate and perhaps 
amended into innocuous desuetude, but 
the pressure upon the obstructive Demo 
cratic Senators would be tremendous, and 
at the end a satisfactory bill would be 
passed, or the political cemetery would 
contain an additional number of new- 
made graves. 

The usual attempt on the part of the 
railroad lobby to defeat this bill would 
arouse intense feeling at Jefferson City 
and throughout the State. And under 
pressure.of this feeling, legislation might 
be pushed through that would not other- 
wise be enacted and that would be far 
more damaging to the railroad interests 
than even the most stringent Fellow Ser- 
vant law. 

With the placing upon the statute books 
of either the Avery or the Whitecotton 
Fellow Servant bill, the demands of pub- 
lic opinion would be substantially met. 
It is doubtful if any other anti-railroad 
jegislation could muster the necessary 
support. None of this legislation can be 

otten through both Houses unless it is 

acked by a strong popular demand, and 
especially by the laboring interests of the 
State. The part of wisdom for the rail- 
road interests is to appease public opinion 
by gracefully yielding to its reasonable 
demands, thus affording no excuse for 
more radical legislation. iit 

The Post-Dispatch’sS news from Jeffer- 
son City seems to indicate that Col. 
Phelps will not again lead the fight 
against a Fellow Servant bill. And the 
Post-Dispatch will not be suspected of 
intending to flatter Col. Phelps when it 
says that without his personal and ex- 
perienced leadership on the ground at 
Jefferson City, the fight against the Fel- 
low Servant bill would be hopeless, even 
in the Senate. ,

WORK FOR THE CONVICTS. ° 

The bill introduced by Representativ: 
Russell of New Madrid County for the 
employment of idle convicts in draining 
and reclaiming swamp lands in South*- 
east Missouri has much to commend it, 
This work' would not compete with other 
labor, because it is not likely that these 
lands will be reclaimed for many years 
unless by convict labor. 

Of course the section benefited ought 
to bear the principal cost of such an im- 
provement, and it is to be presumed that 
the Russell bill provides for this. The 
State could well afford tu pay part of the 
cost, as there is doubtless much State 
land subject to homesteading that would 
become available for settlement if drain- 
age canals were cut and levees built 
where needed. 

If the bill becomes law, the State 
authorities should be especially careful in 
selecting contractors to manage the 
drainage work and care for the convicts 
while engaged at jt. In Florida and 
other States where the system of con- 
tracting convicts out on turpentine and 
other farms is in vogue, great evils have 
run riot because unprincipled, brutal con- 
tractors have been allowed to take charge 
of convicts. 

Under such circumstances many of the 
worst conditions of Siberian convict life 
have been copied, and incidents have oc- 
curred that were a disgrace to civiliza 
tion.

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KILL THE PEERS BILL. 
A casual reading of Senator Peers’ bill 
to reorganize the Missouri militia fails tc 
disclose any reason why it has been in- 
troduced, Unless the reason js conceale 
in some clause of the measure, to be dis- 
closed by further and closer examination, 
the bill is one out of which the enacting 
clause might as well be stricken. 
The Republic urges the passage of the 
bill because “it offers the Legislature an 
opportunity to at least place the militia 
on a sound legal basis.”” The militia is 
“on a sound legal Dasis’’ now and has 
been for some years. All the powers 
which the State can confer upon it have 
been already conferred and the inhibi- 
tion of private bodies of militia is as 
strong in the existing law as it has been 
made in the Peers bill or could be made 
in any new law. 
There is no necessity for the passage 
of the Peers bill. What it aims at-is 
larger militia appropriations, and real- 
izing the hopelessness of such appropria- 
tions by the Missouri Legislature, its 
authors propose to authorize communities 
to levy taxes for the building of drill 
halls, armories and headquarters. Uni- 
forms and arms are furnished by the 
Federal Government. 

It is doubtless hoped, in this way, to 
increase the militia forces in Kansas City 
and St. Louis, where corporate wealth. 
is most in dread and where it feels itself 
most in need of mili force, The de- 
gree of control exe ed over the labor 
vote in the laté election leads to the hopr 
that the two cities might be persuaded 
or coerced into voting a war tax for the 
purpose of maintaining a standing army 
to do police duty for the corporations. . 

The hope is doubtless futile, The work- 
ingmer of Kansas City and Missouri arc 
still free. If not, property right and in- 
terest. would defeat the tax. But the 
place to defeat it, once for all, is at Jef. 
ferson City. .

SENATOR MARTIN INTRODUCES 
AN AMENDMENT TO THE LAW. 


PROSPECTS ARE FAVORABLE. 
All 


Turner Societies and Athletic 
Clubs of the State Interested in 
the Sugcess of the Measure.

The amendment to the present law in force 
against boxing and sparring in the State of 
Missouri which was proposed by admirers of 
clean, clever boxing, as practiced in athletic 
clubs and turner schools of other States, 
was introduced in thé State Senate at Jef- 
ferson City this morning by Senator Thos. 
C, Martin of South St. Louis. The amend- 
ment does not change any part of the en- 
actments now in force in regard to prize 
fighting, bare-knuckle contests or arranging 
for, aiding or abetting in such affairs even 
if they are to be brought off in another 
State. They still remain felonies and the 
punishments for such offenses are un- 
changed, just as they should be. 

The amendment stipulates that five-ounce 
gloves must be used, and that the elub. 
turner society or other association must 
have a lease of their club house for at least 
one year previous to giving an exhibition, 
or be the absolute owners of such building. 
Penalties are incorporated for the evasion 
in any manner of any of the provisions of 
the act, and, in fact, the amendment cov- 
ers the sport in such a manner that the 
nm ig bruiser element is entirely elimin- 
at from rticipating in it unless there 
is a radical change in their conduct. 
Prominent officials, among whom is 
Chief Harrigan, have often deplored the 
non-existence of such a law, and it is be- 
lieved that had the old Pastime Club been 
permitted to continue their friendly spar- 
ae exhibitions the club might have weath- 
e the nancial storm which finally en- 
gulfed it.- 
Turner societies, athletic clubs and similar 
organizations all over the State will be re- 
uested to bring their influence to bear on 
their Representatives in the Legislature, and 
it is to be hoped that this splendid athletic 
training may no longer be barred from the 
list of Missouri sports than it will take the 
present legislature to legalize it. The 
amendment is a copy of the famous New 
York law which has operated with so much 
satisfaction in the metropolis during the 
past year.

To Break His Mother’s Will. 


Suit to annul the will of the late Mrs. 
Mary W. Rannellig of B ld, St. Louis 
County, has been filed by John W. Ran- 
nells in the Circuft Court at Clayton.

A Review of “‘The First Battle,’ With 


» Pertinent and Interesting 
Extracts.

CHICAGO, Jan, 26.—The last pages of 
“The First Battle,”” Hon. W. J. Bryan's 
book, have gone to press, and the publish- 
ere expect to have the first copy bound in 
about a week. The book embodies a story 
of the campaign of 1896, its important events 
and issues, and inciudes the most note- 
worthy incidents of Mr. Bryan's famous 
tour. It also contains the pr.ncipa] addresses 
and documents relat.ng to the silver move- 


ment and some of Mr. Bryan's speeches, 
Considerable space is given to his connec- 
tion with the silver agitation while in Con- 
gress and prior to the Chicago convent:on, 
and to a discussion of the election returns 
and an analys.s of the politica] s.tuation. 

One of the interesting features of the 
book is the biographical sketch, written by 
Mrs. Bryan, who thus describes their first 
meeting: 

“My first knowledge of Mr. Bryan dates 
from September, 1879. He was then enier- 
ing upon his junior year. I saw him first 
in the parlors of the Young Ladies’ School, 
which I attended in Jacksonville. He en- 
tered the room with several other students, 
was taller than the rest, and attracted my 
attention at once. is face was pale and 
thin; a pair of keen dark eyes looked out 
from beneath the heavy brows; his nose 
was prominent, too large to look well, I 
thought; a broad, thin-lipped mouth, and a 
square chin completed the contour of his 
face. He was neatly, though not fastid- 
jously, dressed, and stood firmly and with 
dignity. I noted particularly his hair and 
his smile. The former, black in color, fine 
in quality and parted distressingly straight; 
the latter expansive and expressive. In 
later years this smile has been the subject 
of considerable comment, but the well- 
rounded cheeks of Mr. an now check its 
onward march, and no one has seen the 
real breadth of the smile who did not see it 
in the eony days. Upon one occasion a 
heartless observer was heard to remark, 
‘That man can whisper in his own gar,’ but 
this was a cruel exaggeration.” 

“The First Battle” is dedicated to the 
Hon. Richard P. Bland of Missouri, Gen. 
James B. Weaver of Iowa, and the Hon. 
Henry M. Teller of Colorado, whom the 
author considers “the foremost champ!ons 
of bimetallism in thei¢ respective parties.”

BAIZ HANGS ON. 


Refuses to Recognize the Greater Re- 
public of Central America. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—The Greater Repub- 
lic of Central America, recently recognized 
by President Cleveland, is meeting with an 
unexpected obstacle to the establishment 
of its consulate in this city. Jacob Baiz, 


Consul-Generai for Honduras, which, with 
Nicaragua and Salvador, constitute the new 
Republic, refuses to turn over to Gen. 
Bolet-Peraza, its Consul-General, the rec- 
ords of his office on the round that his 
Government has not notified him of any 
change and that he must continue to dis- 
charge the duties imposed apon him. 

Gen. Bolet-Peraza called the attention of 
Mr. Baiz to the impossibility of this view 
of the fact; that Honduras no longer exists 
independently of the Greater Republic of 
Central America, to the Diet of which it 
has delegated the conduct of its foreign re- 
lations. Mr. Baiz, however, still refuses to 
surrender his office. Since Gen. Bolet- 
Peraza received his exequatur from Presi- 
dent Cleveland and Secretary Olney on Jan. 
18, several steamships have left for the ports 
of Honduras with papers bearing the signa. 
ture of Mr. Baiz. The new Consul-General 
said that their cargoes will be liable to 
seizure as smuggled goods in the absence 
of invoices signed by him and that it will 
be his duty to see that thie liability is exe- 
cuted.

It Is Doubtful If the Temperature 
Falls Below Freezing South 
of Jacksonville.

CHICAGO, Jan. 2%.—At 9 o’clock this 
morning the Government thermometer 
showed a temperature of fifteen de- 
grees below zero. This is three de- 
grees warmer than at the same time yes- 
terday, bat there is little eccmfort derived 
from that fact, it being one degree colder 
than at 2@. m, 

The Signal Service to-day reports the cold 
area extending all over the West and North- 
west, and no prospect of a material let up 
in the intensity of the cold for at least 24 
hours. 

All trains ‘to-day were more or less de- 
layed by snow drifts and inability to make 
steam. A general complaint was raised by 
the people living in the suburbs. At many 
of the stations no shelter is afforded the 
pastengers, and many cases of frost b‘tes 
have occurred. 

The proclamation issued by Mayor Swift 
has met with a hearty response. Besides 
over $13,000 in cash, hundreds of tons of coal, 
and almost unlimited supplies of provisions 
have beer sent in and promptly distributed. 
Several hundred of the more desperate ca‘es 
of destitution have already been relieved, 
&nd the work is being carried on without 


cessation. 

Fully 2,000 people were given shelter last 
might at the diffe police stations and 
Salvation Army baFfracks. 

The new Isolation Hospital was thrown

REV. ALBERT J. BRADLEY TEN- 
DERS HIS RESIGNATION. 


HIS ADHERENTS TURNED DOWN. 


The Congregationalists Split Over o 
Proposition to Sell the Church 
Property. 


Old Orchard Congregational Church is 
divided against itself, and the pastor, Rev. 
Albert J. Bradley, has resigned. 

While there has been friction in the church 
for some time, no one looked for the storm 
to break so soon. Everybody was siartled 
when Dr. Bradley prefaced his Sunday ser- 
mon with a letter of resignatior. 

Then there came a realization that Dr. 
Bradley had been forced into an unpleasant 
attitude. 

His friends became bitter in their de- 
nunciation of those who forced his resigna- 
tiom, and they in turn were angry at the 
pastor for forcing a crisis. 

A $1,20 real estate deal is the rock on 
Which the congregation split. When Dr. 
Bradley became pastor of Old Orchard Con- 
gregational Church three years ago, he was 
promised a handsome church edifice. 

Mrs. Justin E. Joy gave a lot on the corner 
of Hickory street and Old Orchard avenue, 
a corner of the old Joy homestead, with the 
understanding that a church would be 


erected on it within five years. A year from 
next March this limitation would have ex- 


pired. 

Meanwhite Mr, Joy sold the balance of hig 
property to L. N. Chipley. He didn’t fancy 
the idea of a church on the outskirts of hig 
lawn, bes-des he thought the lot very des.r- 
2 and offered the ‘church trustees $1,250 
or it, 
There was considerable opposition, The 
church had a $2,500 deposit in bank to the 
credit of the yh repenen 2 und. The pastor and 
his adherents thought that building opera- 
tions ehould be commenced forthw.th. 
Another contingent were not opposed to 
Selling the lot, but Provert the property 
was well worth from $2, to $2,500. They 
opposed selling it at anything less than its 

value. 
Although Mr. Joy gave the property for 
church perpecee he placed no restriction on 
the deed. He also blossomed out as a firm 
advocate of selling, especially after Mr. 
Chipley expressed a willingness to take it 
for $1,250, 
Mr. Joy had almost as many followers as 
the pastor. He was a better politician, and 
when a vote was taken on the proposition to 
sell Mr. Joy carried the day for Mr. Chipley. 
This drew a sharp line through the con- 
gregation between Dr. Bradley’s adherents 
and Mr. Joy’s crowd. As the latter were in 
control, the pastor, to use a colloquial ex- 
pression, did not “‘cut much ice’ among his 
own flock. 
Both factions are saying bitter things 
against each other. If the pastor’s resigna- 
tion is accepted, there will be need of two 
Congregational pastors at Old Orchard.

David Kreyling, ex-Président of the 
Trades and Labor Union, will introduce a 
resolution into that body at the next meet- 
ing providing for the appeintment of a 
committee to bring into marching line all 
of the unemployed menvbers.of unions, af- 
filfated with the American <#ederation of 
Labor. jy ey 

Between the two committees it is thought 
&- Majority of the unempléyed organized 
laborers will be mustered otit on Washing- 
ton’s birthday. The committees will not 
confAne their efforts to bringing out the idle 
men connected with their respective or- 
ganizations. The scope of thelr work will 
be much broader, as it contemplates a huge 
demonstration, composed not only of or- 
ganized artisans who can show union cards, 
but of that greater multitude of idle men 
classed as unskilled labor. 

It is estimated that the K, of L. num- 
bers 5,000 members in St. Louis, while the 
American Federation of Labor claims 
25,000 men in the 200 unions affiliated with 
it. Out of a total of 30,000 men belonging 
to unions it is estimated that 6,000 are 
unemployed. Besides this army of idle 
trades unionists it is estima that there 
are over 15,000 unemployed clerks-and un- 
skilled laborers. not conneoted with any 
organization. ‘Mr, Kreyling says that if 
every idle man in $St. Louis would march 
in the procession “there would be fully 
25,000 people in line. He does not think 
that the full marching strength of the 
eeeer of the unemployed will be brought 
out. : 

The methods to be employed in drumming 
up ‘the army will be devoid of expense. The 
union and central labor bodies are so im- 
poverished by calls for charitable aid that 
the committees will be ey ee to perféct 
their work with little or no financial aid. 

The demonstration will be a quiet affair. 
No floats nor banners will be displayed. The 
stars and stripes alone will float above the 
marchers, ? 

“The procession will be a strong protest 
against the trust monopolies and vested 
privileges,’’ said Mr. Kreyling to a Post- 

ispatch reporter Tuesday. “I do not an- 
ticipate any trouble in getting my resolu- 
tion through the Trades and Taber Union 
as Mr. Coxey is held in high regard by 
trade unionists and hig suggestions are in 
keeping with the posicy of our organization. 
I have talked with several delégates to the 
central body and all favor the demonstra- 

on.”’

“It will be difficult to get the unorganized 
men in the procession. It is probable that 
each union will be asked to muster out the 
men who are on the out of work benefit list. 
A request to each union man will be made, 
urging to bring him into the demonstration 
his friends who are out of work. By that 
method we might get up a parade of 15,000 
men. 

“We want no bums who would not work 
if it were offered them. The idea is to have 
a quiet parade of the unemployed, showing 
that there are thousands of men in 8t. Louis 
who are willing to work and who are starv- 
ing because they cannot get a chance to 
‘help themselves.” ‘

Ostensibly the Suburban heats its cars 
with two systems—stoves in some cars— 
electric radiators in others. In reality it 
does not heat them at all. 

The stoves used are small and practic- 
ally worthless, Unless a man sits on them, 
even when there.is fire in them. 

This is not always the case, however. 
Despite the intense cold and the grave 
danger to public health by reason of freez- 
ing cars, this road has actually neglected to 
build any fire in some of their ‘“‘extnas’’ 
sent out during the crowded hours of the 
day. 

A half-dozen people took the trouble to 
come to the Post-Dispatch office and com- 
plain of this carelessness of the public’s 
rights. One man said that he rede Mon- 


day night from Sixth street to De Hodia- 


mon? without a sign of fire in the stove. 
When he complained to the conductor, he 
found that there was no fuel on board 
with which to build one. 

The purpose of such tactics, of course, fs 
not only to save the cost of fule, but to be 
not only to save the cost of fuel, but to be 
there is no hot stoves aboard passengers 
can be jammed tight all the way up the 
aisle. the road thus being enabled to earn 
as much as 15 cents extra at the danger of 
death to the hundreds of patrons who are 
paying their money for the ride. 

The electric heaters could not heat a hen 
coop in this weather. They are fastened 
under the seats several inches from the 
floor, which remains like ice. What little 
heat does escape through them Is lost in 
cold draughts blowing in through doors and 
rattling windows. 

The result of such management is that 
people living along the Suburban are walk- 
ing several blocks out of their way to get 
to the Lindell cars, which are kept com- 


| fortably warm, despite the biting weather. 


In trying to save a few cents on each car 
the Suburban is driving hundreds of pas- 
sengers to rival lines. 

There are some of course who cannot con- 
veniently take any other line and they. are 
obliged to shiver and catch pneumonia, and 
pay for the privilege withal. The fact that 
the franchise under which this road is al- 
lowed go run its cars sprung from the people 
is a matter of no moment to the manage- 
ment, now that they think there is no re- 
course against them. 

The Union Depot Railway Co. is another 
line which is not heating all its cars prop- 
erly. This, however, is more the fault df the 
system in vogue on some of their branches. 
Some of their branches have stoves in the 
cars and these are kept.as warm as possi- 
ble. There are others that have the elec- 
tric radiator system and they are colder 
than barns. 

Even in their summer cars which this 
road has made over into winter cars by 
slipping in the wide windows thin and 
flimsy panels, they have these radiators, 
which are of no more service for what they 
are expected to perform than a hot flat 
iron. By the time a man gets to or from 
Carondelet in cars of this kind he is cold 
enough to think that the Biblical lake of 
fire would be a pretty nice sort of a place.
